City Council to Be Asked to Take 
Up Salary Question 
Again 


The eity council, at next Tuesday's 


meeting, will be waited upon by a 
deputation of civie employe asking 
that the salary question be re- 


opened, A resolution will be present- 
ed to the effect that the vivie employ- 
ees “express their appreciation for the 
restoration of salaries and wages so 
far granted, but consider that council 
have omitted important facts pretain- 
ing. to the question. The restoration, 
in the opinion of the employees, re- 
sults in discrimination against old and 
tried employees, as the majority of 
employees drawing over $100 per 
month have been in the city employ 
for long and continuous periods. Also 
the effect of council's resolution is 
that many employees are now receiv- 
ing the same salary as their superiors, 
thereby interfering with the authority 
of the superiors. In presenting the 
resolution, It is respectfully urged that 
further consideration be given to the 
question and that salaries and wages 
of the employees of the elty of Bd- 
monton be fully restored.” 


Unanimonsly Adopted, 

This resolution was unanimously 
agreed upon at a meeting of the 
civic employees held at the Albion Hall 
on last night, the object of the meet- 
ing being to receive the report of the 
committee of thirty appointed at a 
previous meeting to make application 
to council Lo restore salaries and wages 
to the same basis as applied before 
the 1914 reductions. A. Campbell, of 
the treasurer's department, was elect- 
ed to the chair, and D. Connell. of 
the fire department, was chosen as 
secretary. The committee reported 
that in November, 1916, the commis- 
sioners, on the motion of council, were 
instructed to draw up a schedule of 
increased salaries to be included in the 
1917 estimates. The recommendations 
embodied five clauses, and shortly 
they were to the effect that all salar 
under $100 per month should be re- 
stored in full, all at $100 and over at 
the present time be restored five per 
cent, all paid the present time as in 
1914 be not increased, that an em- 
ployee receiving less than $100 at the 
present time who previously had $100 
and over be increased to $105, that 
where arbitrary reductions had been 
made on the ground that salary wsu 
more than the position warranted be 
increased in like proportion to other 
similar positions. 

In January, 1917, when council con- 
sidered the recommendations, they 
failed to agree, and instead, substitut- 
ed « resolution to the effect that only 
employees receiving less than $100 per 
month be restored to the 1914 status 
excepting that no man should receive 
more than $100 per month. 

Deputation Selected, 

In face of this decision, which had 
since gone into force, the committee 
of thirty recommended that council be 
again appealed to on the matter, and 
that the resolution as given above 
be presented. The report was unanim-

Want Plan of Promotion. 

The meetin, which was a representa- 
tive gathering, was asked to approve 
of the principle of a permanent plan 
of promotion and definite remunera- 
tion for the different positions in the 
civic service, in cases not already pro- 
vided for. It was pointed out that in 
certain instances the employes did 
come under schedule so far pro- 
motion and salary was concerned, but 
that out of the 800 civic employees 
there were a very large number who 
did not, and who were quite depen- 
dent upon the action of the superin- 
tendents, who in their zeal to effect 
economies, could cut salaries or alter 
positions’ to the detriment of the em- 
ployees

papers, and would convince the public that 
the government was squandering money in 
telephone costruction. I am virtually 
satisfied—although construction is not 
going on the way we would like to have it, 
hecause of circumstances over which the 
department bas no control for the pur- 
pose of satisfying the people of the coun- 
try—still 1 am satisfied the people feel 
they are getting a service iufinitely better 
than anywhere in the civilized world, and 
absolutely satisfied with the way the tele- 
phone system is run,” a conviction that 
was loudly applauded by the government 
side of the house, 


The Railway Subject, 


Taking up the sabject of railways, the pre- 
inier observed that he did not know what 
the bouse would do if it were not for 
the leader of the opposition’s recurring 
statement in regard to railway matters, in 
which, instead of legitimate criticism, he 
endeavored to create a feeling in the coun 
try against the government. In that re- 
spect be had fault to find with him, and 
he had fault to find with him because of 
the misleading statements in regard to con- 
struction; again endeavoring to mislead 
the public in regard to what bad actually 
taken place. When he made a statement be 
juggled with figures, remarked the pre- 
mier, Let they teke even one small state- 
ment in which he devoted his time to 
figuring out exactly the number of miles 
that had_ been built on guarantee in Al- 
berta, He was pleased he admited that 
over 1,600 miles had been built as a direct 
result of the provincial guarantee policy 
of the government during the last seven 
years, and he (the premier) hoped = the 
newspapers would record the fact, if only 
for once, in headlines. But after saying 
that he said that three miles of railway 
were built without provincial guarantees 
against one built with it. If they took his 
figures 1,600 and 4,500 it did not, however, 
make three to one, It made a little less 
than two to one, and the hon, member 
ought to have been able to divide 1,600 
into 4,500, find out the remainder and be 
able to tell the house whether the propor-

Nearly All Built With Assistance, 


t one single mile of that 4,500," de- 
clared the premier, “with the exception of 
the 750 that was built by the C.P.R. since

should he try to distinguish between these 
railways,” he asked. “They received 
exactly the same kind of assistance from 
the provincial as from the federal govern- 
ment. Then he knows, as everybody else 
knows, that the C.P.R. received assistance 
from the federal government out of all 


He knows the C.P.R. 
y large cash bonus for building their 
railway across this prairie section in ad- 
dition to a large quantity of land. He also 
knows that the president of the C.PLR. 
said very emphatically that he would not 
have made the extensions had he not been 


forced to do it by the railway policy of 
the provincial government and the federal 
Governors in assisting other railways to 
uild in the territery that they claimed be« 
lo to them.” 

Criticising the assertion of the leader of 
the opposition that it would ruin the coun- 
try. if the lines in the Peace River country 
had any connection with the Pacific Ocean, 
Premier Sifton said it was all right for 
the C.P.R., the C.N.R. and the G.T.P, to 
do that, but if the Peace River people 
wanted an outlet it would be ruin to the 
province of Alberta. 

Mr. Michener interrupted saying there 
Was no reference to that in his speech, and 
Mr. Hoadley admitted that he had made 
the allusion. 


Quoted U.F.A. Resolution, 


Premier Sifton replied that no matter 
who made the statement, so far as his pur- 
pose was concerned it was equally strong. 
All he wanted was to call attention to the 
fact, and as an illustration of the feeling 
of the people on the subject he read the 
resolution passed by the convention of the 
U.F.A, asking that the provincial and do- 
minion governments should be approached 
on the matter. Coming to the A, & G. W. 
Railway, the premier stated that the leader 
of the opposition had asserted that $4,- 
000,000 had gone into the road, or hoped 
so; that $2,000,000 had been expended in 
interest, and that $1,000,000 had been paid 
to a gentlemah named Clarke, making a 
total of 87,000,000, That in addition to this 
J. D. MeArthur, or those he represented, 
had made considerable profit out of the 
building of that portion of the road that 
Was now completed, These were the 
statements, and he wanted him, said the 
premier, to answer how it was feasible for 
considerable profit to have been made. He 
had found on investigation that the total 
amount paid was $5,260,000, and how out 
of that Mr. McArthur paid $7,000,000 and 
still retained profits was a thing he could 
not be expected to satisfy himself upon, 
much less the leader of the opposition, a 
comment that met with a general laugh. 

In regard to the C.N.R, the attitide of 
the leader of the opposition, said the pre- 
mier, was that while it was magnificent 
for the dominion government to give the 
assistance necessary; while the dominion 
goverment should be looked upon = as 
patriots for giving assistance to this 

national undertaking and keeping it out 
of bankruptey, bankruptey that would have

Canada, and would have had a very bad 
effect in the finaneial mo ‘ts of the world;

years of financial stress, We have just 
the same kind of motives as Sir Robert 
Borden and the members of his government 
iu regard to this matter, We are not en 
titled to make it harder for this company 
to live up to its obligations, and | am 
willing to take the responsibility.”

NAVAL ATTACK 
ON DARDANELLES 


(Continued from Page One) 


council table declaring he would re- 
sign his office, 

“Lord Kitchener,” he continued, 
“took Lord Fisher aside and urged 
him that his duty to the country wa 
to continue in office. Lord Fisher re- 
luctantly yielded to Lord Kitchener's 
entreaty and resumed his seat.” 

Lord Fisher, continues the Roc! 
report, in his address before the com- 
missioners, said he “had taken every 
step to show his dislike of the pro- 
posed operations,” and replying to a 
question as to why he had made nc 
formal protests at the meetings of the 
war council told the commissioners: 


Did Everything to Help. 

“Mr, Churchill knew my opposition. 
I did not think it would tend towards 
g00d relations between him and my- 
self, nor to smooth working at the ad- 
miralty to raise an objection to war 
council's discussions.” After the de 
cision of the war council had bee: 
taken and the expedition begun, Lord 
Fisher, the report continues, did 
everything in his power to assist, His 
whole theory of the use of the British 
sea pOWer in the war, Mr. Roch states, 
was embodied in a memorandum eub- 
mitted to Premier Asquith in January 
as follows: 

“The Germans have already en- 
deavored without success to seatter 
our naval strength by attacks on our 
trade and by submarines and mines 
The pressure of seapower is a slow 
process and requires great patience 
In time it will almost certainly com- 
pel the enemy ‘o seek a decision at 
sea, This is one reason for husband- 
ing our resources. Another reason is 
that the prolongation of war at sea 
tends to raise up fresh enemies for the 
dominant naval power, owing to the 
exasperation of neutrals. This ten- 
deney is only checked by the convic- 
tion that an overwhelming naval su- 
premacy is behind the nation exercis- 
ing the sea power. 

Force Decision at Sea, 

“The sole justification of bombard- 
ments and attacks by the fleet on for- 
t'fled places such as the Dardanelles 
is to force a decision at sea, 

“As long as the German high sea 
fleet possesses its present strength and 
splendid gunnery efficiency, so long is 
it imperative that no operation be 
undertaken by the British fleet ca!- 
culated to impair its superiority, 
which is none too great in view of the 
heavy losses already experienced in 
thips and men, which latter cannot 
be filled in the period of the war, in 
which the navy differs materially 
from the army, Even the older ships 
should not be risked, for they cannot 
be lost without losing men, and they 
torm the only reserve besides the 
great fleet.”

Money derived from the sale of 
school lands is not paid over to 
the Provineial Government. It is 
held by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, which pays over to the Pro- 
vince three per cent. interest on 
the amount, to be used for assist- 
ing in the upkeep of schools, The 
Provincial Treasurer suggests 
that there should be a readjust- 
ment of the interest rate to meet 
the now prevailing conditions, 
That seems in every way reason- 
able. The Dominion is now pay- 
ing five per cent, for war bonds, 
and the Province will have to pay 
five per cent. for money with 
which to finance the farm loan 
scheme, Under these conditions 
it is no longer just that the Pro- 
vince should be allowed only three 
per cent. on the school lands fund 
held by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. When the people of Canada 
are offering five per cent. to priv- 
ute investors there is no reason 
why they should continue to use 
provincial monies at a lower rate. 
If the Dominion invested the 
school lands funds in war bonds, 
or in Provineial farm loan bonds, 
the Provinee would receive up- 
wards of two hundred thousand 
dollars per year more than it now 
gets for the support of schools, 
and the security would be as good 
as possible. As the claim is a 
fair one, and the object well 
worth while, it is to be hoped the 
Dominion Government will be 
pressed to raise the rate allowed, 
and will accede,

Lloyd George has finally accom- 
plished his purpose and is break- 
ing up the deer parks and turning 
them into productive farm lands. 
And the peculiar circumstance is 
that the Dukes are helping him to 
do it. 

Peace without victory must now 
seem even to President Wilson an 
outcome not to be desired. A pow- 
er which denies other nations the 
privilege of remaining at peace— 
save at the price of national 
rights, honor and prestige—is not 
a power which any self-respecting 
nation should want to save from 
defeat. 

The Province had a deficit at 
the end of the financial year past 
amounting to $778,018.80; against 
which it had outstanding taxes 
due and interest payment due 
from the Dominion Government 
sufficient to meet the shortage and 
leave some forty thousand dollars 
to the good. If the Dominion 
Government had paid up its ar- 
rears of interest on school lands 
funds that alone would have bal- 
anced the accounts for the year. 
The receipt of this money, and of 
the tax arrears also, is of course 
as sure a8 anything financial can 
be, and the deficit is only a tem- 
porary one, For the coming year 
the revenue in sight meets the pro- 
posed expenditure and leaves a 
quarter of a million dollars unap- 


propriated. The outgo, it is clear 
from ‘this, is being balanced 
against’ the income. Taxes are 


not being levied for the purpose 
of piling up surpluses, nor money 
spent without regard to where if 
is to come from. That is as it 
should be. 

Wtih hogs worth fourteen dol 
lars or more per hundred pounds 
live, wheat. a dollar and sixty cents 
or more per bushel, and every- 
thing else he can produce in pro- 
portion, it seems something like a 
waste of time to urge farmers to 
grow as large crops as they can 
and to inerease their flocks and 
herds as much as the cireumstan- 
ces permit. The prevailing prices 
for products offer the farmers all 
the inducement most of them need 
to produce, and any of them who 
are not moved by that considera- 
tion are not likely to extend their 
operations because somebody asks 
them to. It is not advice the 
farmer requires, but the removal 


which he is confronted. 
These disabilities are mainly 
three: lack of capital, lack of 
farm help, and,-in-some eases, lack 
of seed. The provincial Govern- 
ment, through the farm loan 
schemes, is undertaking to supply 
capital with which the farmer may 
extend his holdings, bring more 
land under cultivation, and in- 
crease his live stock. The Nation- 
al Service scheme was supposed to 
readjust the labor supply of the 
country so as to solve the farm 
help problem, and the Dominion 
has in the past made advances of 
seed grain to farmers who through 
crop failure were unable to sup 
ply themselves. If the Dominion 
authorities will just attend to 
their end of the business the farm- 
er may be counted on to ‘‘do his 
bit’’ without any further admoni- 
tions

tion, to explain the procedure of this 
measure through yeur columns, and 
so give it ihe greaté®t publicity in the 
district. 

Any settler or homesteader who has 
no seed grain, or the means of pro- 
viding the same, can make applica- 
tion for whatever seed he needs. The 
settler on patented land applies to the 
Provincial Government, Edmonton, 
where the Hon, Wilfrid Gariepy is our 
representative, and the homesteader 
on unpatented land to the Dominion 
Government, Ottawa, After due con- 
sideration of his request, he will be 
given, not the seed grain itself, but 
an order from the government for the 
quantity of seed he has been granted, 
With this order, he pays for the seed 
grain, wherever he can buy it, at the 
best quality and price, This govern 
ment order for grain is practically the 
same as a go nment bank cheque, 
and will be cashed by any bank Mr 
von Hammerstein's private bank at 
Lac la Biche will cash any of these 
government vouchers. The seed 
grain advanced by the government has 
to t repaid to them, from the crop 
raised. Another government measure, 
which has been adopted by the Dom- 
inion government through the ef- 
forts of our Western Liberal members 
in Ottawa, being put into practice 
in this district. This allows to stock- 
raising farmers in a district of not less 
than twenty in a group, the grant of 
a thoroughbred bull by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in Ottawa. Mr 
Duncan Brown, representing the Live 
Stock branch of this Department in 
Ottawa for Alberta, has been here in 
consequence of several applications in 


this district, which will be granted 
{The Normandeau district, an excel- 
lent farming and stock raising dis- 
trict, is also sending down an applica- 
tion for a thoroughbred bull The 
results of this government assistance 
have proved already to be an im- 
mense benefit, and cannot get too 


much publicity in these new districts, 
so that the farmers and ‘settlers can 
avail themselves of this great oppor- 
tunity. We know of districts where 
yearlings, bred from these government 
supplied bulls, brought $45 to $50 per 
head, while, two and a half year old 
stock, bred from the common run of 
bulls, brought only trom” $35 to $40 
per head, This speaks for itself. Mr. 
Lrown was good enough to leave with 
the writer a booklet concerning the 
distribution of purebred male animals, 


by the Live Stock Branch, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, and I 
will be very pleased to give any fur-

As Mr. Brown explained, it is not so 
much a consideration by his depart- 
ment of the number of stoek owned by 
a group of farmers making applica- 
tion, as that the animal should be put 
to the best use.
